TATTOOER SHEDS NO BLOOD. 
A brief sketch of the ‘Professor’ will 


not be amiss. He is 28 years old, married, 
a New Yorker, and was a sallor for 13 
years. While roving the seas he acquired 
the “‘art’’ of a tatooer and he bears many 
symbols of his craft on his own well-knit 
frame, pricked there by experts of Japan, 
China, Arabia and many other lands, be- 
sides a few by his Own hand. He ts an art- 
ist in his line and performs his work 
with dexterity by hand and electricity. 
His tools are imported Japanese ink of 
nine hues and 12 sets of silver needles, ie 7 
ing from one to 18 needles to the set. He 
; never took a lesson in drawing, never ex- 
itracts a drop of blood and gauges the 
thickness and sensibilities of a person's 
cuticle with unerring precision. 

Dumont will no more resemble the neat 
Planters’ Hotel beliboy he once was. On 
his left arm, above the elbow, he already 
has a large eagle in red, blue, brown, 
black and green colors; below the elbow is 
be eagle resting on a globe, surmounted 
| by a flag; a butterfly, an anchor, another 
eagle, a demon's head, a woman, a dagger 
piercing the flesh and a huge snake coll- 
ing about the wrist. 

On his right arm above the elbow there 
is a big coat of arm3 of many hues, with an

Dumont is a twin and one of five chil- 
dren. He will stand the disagreeableness 


of the pricking procese for. seven more 
weeks, by which time Parker expects to be 
finished. The artist has covered bodies in 
46 days, but he intends that Dumont's shall 
outshine all previous efforts. The last man 
Parker tattooed as a. freak was a man 
called “‘Handsome Harty,’ upon whose 
body there were 2228 pieces of art by actual 
count, but they were all small. 

Parker relates that his most lucrative 
post was in Newport, where tattooing be- 
came a fad among society belles. He de- 
clares that he has tattoo scores of young 
and beautiful women and that this work 
was the source of his best money-making 
business. He visits the homes of these 
people, he says, carrying his tools in a 
small kit and performs the work in private. 
He makes a spectalty of copying photo- 

raphs, lodge buttons and other emblems. 
jis fees range all the way from 2 cents 
to $100. 

Dumont Is the eighth man he has com- 
pletely covered, and he has sent three 
women into the freak world. He is now 
looking for a well-formed young woman 
of from 18 to 2%. years to tattoo on the chest, 
back, arms and shoulders, to travél as a 
partner with Dumont. e claims that 
many eastern belles have snakes, butter- 
flies and other dainty designs on their 
backs and chests, placed there by him. 
Dumont says there is little if any pain 
and the ‘“‘Professor’’ declares the inks to 
be nonpoisonhous and not in the least in- 
jurious.

The tunnel will then be used entirely for 
freight traffic. Eventually, Mr. McChesney 
says, it will be wholly abandoned. 

“Various means of making the tunnel 
more suitable fcr. passenger traffic have | 
been considered,’ said Mr. McChesney to 
the Pcst-Dispatch. 

“The plan most carefully investigated 
was that of electric locomotives. Consid- 
erations of time prevented the adoption of 
this plan. 

“The time for running through the tun- 
nel is now three minutes. If trains had to 
uncouple from a steam engine and fasten 
to an electric locomotive at one end. and 
reverse the operation at the other end, the 
timé of the run would be more than 
doubled, 

This would cause serious ‘delays, and 
with the large number of extra trains to 
be run during the Worid’s Fair, would 
mean a blockade of traffic.

MINERS MEET ON MONDAY 


No Doubt of a Vote to Accept Mitch- 
ell’s Advice and Go Back 
to Work.

ACCEPTING THE ARBITRATORS 


FACTORS IN THE NEGOTIATIONS 
STRIKINGLY CONTRAS'ED. 


Point Made of the Arrogance of the 
Operators and Their Lack of Re- 
spect for the President and 
His High Office. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The following 
telegraphic correspondence consisting of 
the letter of Presid@nt Roosevelt to John 
Mitchell, president of the United Mine 
Workers, and the latter’s reply were made 
public at the White House today: 

White House, Washington, Oct. 16, 1902. 
Mr. John Mitchell, President United Mine 

Workers of America, Wilkesparre Pa. 

I have appointed as commissioners Brig.- 


Gen. John M. Wilson, Mr. E. W. Parker, 
judge George Gray, Mr. E. E. Clark, Mr. 
Thomas H. Watkins and Bishop John L. 
Spalding, with Hon. Carroll D. Wright as 
recorder. These names are accepted by the 
operators, and | now most earnestly ask 
and urge that the miners likewise accept 
the vommission. It is a matter of vital 
coneern to all our people, and especially 
to those in our great cities who are least 
well off, that the mining of coal should be 
resumed without a days unnecessary de- 
lay. THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 


WILKBSBARRE, Pa., Oct 16, 199. 
Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, President of the 

Tinited States, Washington, D. C.: 

Dear Sir—i am in receipt of your telegram 
of October 16. Replying thereto, I beg to 
inform you that your recommendations 
were submitted to the members of the ex- 
ecutive boards of Districts One, Seven and 
Nine of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, and they have unanimously agreed 
to call a delegate convention, to be held 
next Monday, and will recommend to the 
convention that all men now on strike re- 
turn to the positions and places formerly 
occupied by them and submit to the ocm- 
mission appointed by you all questions at 
ieste between the joperators and mine 
workers of the anthracite coal fields. 

In connection with this subject we are 
giad to know that the managers of the coal 
companies have decided to recede from the 
untenable position which they so long oc- 
cupied and to accept a modified pocesss” 
tion for the arbitration of the coal! strike, 
and to give you full latitude in the selec- 
tion of a commission. It will be remem- 
bered that we proposed on Oct. 3 to place 
the whole matter in your hands and to ac- 
cept a verdict of a tribunal of your own 
selection. It will also be remembered that 
the company managers at that time refused 
to accept the arbitrament of the President 
of the United States and preferred that 
of the local common pleas judges. 

We proposed to leave everything to you 
without condition or reservation, having 
the utmost faith in your impartiality and 
good judgment.

We declare that it was unfair and un- 
manly for the coal road presidents to in- 
sult us while we were your guests and 
charge our organization with responsibility 
for acts of lawlessness during the strike. 
It would be just ds logica] to charge the 
American army in the Philippines with be- 
ing an army of murderers, torturers and 
robbers because a few crimes were com- 
mitt by soldiers there. Until the mil- 
lenium there will be crimes in every com- 
maery and human nature is the same, 
no better and no worse, among the half- 
million people dependent upon us in the 
coal fields as it is everywhere in our coun- 


try. 

The pretense of the oprators that thy 
were unable to produce coal because in- 
timidation kept from work men who were 
willing to work has been proven false 
by the fact that the protection which they 
demanded has decreased rather than in- 
creased the number of men mining coal.

DIAMOND BACKS ARE SCARCE IN 
VIRGINIA AND MARYLAND. 


BRING $50 OR $60 A DOZEN 


Texas Terrapin, at Half That Price, Is 
Being Used as Substitute, Ex- 
cept in Best Hotels. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 17.—Diamond-back 
terrapin are only for the rich now. They 
are to be bought only for $60. or $00 a 
dozen, and are hard to get at that. 

Terrapin of a kind—Texas terrapin—can 
be had at half that—a fairly reasonable 
price, but, like the connoisseur of fine 


wines, the trained gourmet will not spoil 
his palate by using anything but the best. 
During the coming season diamond-back 
terrapin may be had if the price asked is 
paid, but if the ap gee decrease in the 
supply continues it is probable that in a 
few years they will be almost extinct. 

Texas terrapin is being substituted at all 
but the best hotels, and it is said that in 
New York even the best hotels only use 
the diamond backs upon special occasions. 

Epicureans view the ‘ condition with 
aliarm, for this species of terrapin has 
Icng been considered one of the best dishes 
by which an aspirant to the honor of a 
circle of gourmets can have his palate 
tested. If he failed to notice the difference 
between diamond-back and the Texas ter- 
rapin he was forever removed from the 
list of eligibles. 

The diamond-back terrapin, like the can- 
vas-back ducks, are natives of Maryland 
and Virginia waters. Twenty years ago 
they were caught by the thousands: now 
they can hardly be numbered by the hun- 
dreds. Nearly all the terrapin brought to 
the general market are caught by chance 
by crabbers. Capt. Allen of Baltimore 
stated that he remembered the time when 
they were so plentiful that with a good 
net it would have taken no time to load a 
boat. Catches worth as high as $400 were 
made by single fishermen in one day. 

Now, however, the supply has decreased 
to such an extent that several of the states 
in whose waters they are found have laws 
upon their statute books which prohibit the 
capture of terrapin less than six inches 
long. A number of dealers have estab- 
lish pounds wherein they rear terrapin. 
G. Tawes, who was formerly fish commis- 
sioner of Maryland, has determined upon 
the artificial propagation of terrapin by his 
own methods. he eggs of the terrapin 
are deposited in the sand and allowed to 
be hatched naturally by solar heat. 

The Texas terrapin are not to be despised, 
for not only are they food eating, but are 
also of sufficiently high price to bought 
only as a luxury.

Brutus, the 
big lion, who is in appearance the mos 
dangerous, is in reality the most docile of 
the. group. For years he has offered no 
violence to his trainer, but would tear @ 
stranger ljmb from limb. 

The most dangerous part of the act is 
feeding the beasts. It is hazardous for 
the reason that they are fed from the 
hand, and should the animals in_ ther 
anxiety to obtain a choice morsel 
scratch the trainer and draw blood his 
death would probably follow. Attendants 
and managers are never at ease until this 
part of the performance is at an end. So 
acute is a lion’s sense of smell that they 
will not work if fresh meat has been used 
on the stage. It is therefore necessary 
after the performance.to wash the flooring 
and bare of the cage with a deodorizer. 

The danger run by the trainer depends 

largely upon the mood the animals are 
in. The changing of location, the erection 
of a new cage or strange bars of music 
played by the orchestra will upset the en- 
tire ‘‘family.’’ 
No one about the theater watches the 
moods of the animals more closely than 
does Mme. Boger. Before the curtain rises 
she takes her place in a chair set in the 
wings where she can watch every move- 
ment of her husband and his charges. The 
trainer ‘has been married several years 
and his wife has never missed a perform- 
ance. 

Herr Boger carries no life insurance, but 
draws a salary that many a railroad presi- 
dent might envy. Life insurance com- 
panies do not care to take risks on men 
who expect some day to be eaten alive 
whether they admit it or not. Statistics 
show that few men of this calling die a 


natural death.

Mr. Moody then spoke of the govern- 
ment’s Philippine policy, and said that 


the Inhabitants of the island would be 
given self-government ag soon as they were 
able to properly exercise its duties. As 
soon as the census of the island is com- 
pleted, he said, measures will be taken to 
give them the first steps in autonomy. 

‘‘The Democrats are in sorrow over the 
loss of an isgsue,"’ said Mr.

MURDERER FREDERICK HARDY 
EXECUTED AT NOME.

DIED DECLARING INNOCENCE. 
Killing of Three Men Most Atrocious 
Murder Committed in 
Alaska. 


Special to the Yost-Dispatch. 

TACOMA, Wash., Oct. 17.—A 
came down as a passenger on the steamer 
J. S. Kimball brings an extra issue of the 
Nome Nugget detailing the execution ol 
Fred Hardy at 9:40 o'clock on the morning 
of Sept. 10. The extra was issued just as 
the steamer sailed and gives the first news 
to reach the Sound of the hanging. 

Hardy was a notorious criminal of the 
rorth and a murderer with scarcely a re- 
deeming trait. He was ably defended, but 
the evidence was clear and although every 
effort was made to save his neck the court 
of appeals and the governor refused to 1n- 
terfere. He paid the penalty of his crimes 
on a gallows erected in a building occu-

from the federal jail. Hardy died without 
flinching, protesting his innocence to the 


last. 

The hanging of Hardy ts the first that 
has taken place in Alaska, judicial or oth- 
erwise, since it became American territory 
and therefore considerable interest has cen- 
tered in it on this account. 

The crime for which ry oe J ras executed 
was one of the most atrocious ever com- 
mitted in the north, equalling in brutality 
the triple Yukon murders, for which George 
O’Brien was hanged at Dawson a year ag». 
On June 7, 1901, three men were shot down 
in cold blood on Unimak island by Hardy, 
enly one of the party of four escaping to 
tell the horrible tale. 

Con Sullivan, his brother, Florence Sul- 
livan, P. J. Rooney and Owen Jackson left 
Seattle April 16,'1901, on the fishing schooner 
Lizzie Colby to prospect around the shores 
of Unimak island. They landed near FalSe 
Pass about May 17. According to Jackson's 
sworn testimony both the Sullivans car- 
ried considerable money. Florence's was 
in a belt, while Con's was sewed up in his 
vest. Con was 50 years old, Florence 40 and 
Rooney 40. Con was the discoverer of. the 
famous Bunker Hill & Sullivan mitne in 
the Coeur d’Alenes and both he and his 
brother had followed mining all thetr lives. 
Rooney had lived in the state of Washing- 
ton for a number of vears.

E. F. Hansell, who has a smal] mail order 
business and detective agency at 235 North 
Park avenue, Austin, admitted to the police 
that he had been in correspondence with 
Miss Crosby under the name of “A. E. 
Rig ‘oe He is a married man, and under 
pres ure by the police agreed to pay the 
girl a sufficient sum to cover her expenses. 

Miss Crosby arrived here last Friday, 
wearing a summer gown of pink lawn 
with a flower figure, had two large bands 
of ribbon suspended from her shoulders, 
and there was a sunflower in her hat. She 
expected to meet ‘“‘Riggs’’ at the Illinois 
Central depot, and the ribbons were to ve 
the mark of identification. 

‘‘Riggs,’’ however, was not at the station 
to meet his bride-elect, and the girl went 
to the National Hotel, Van Buren street 
and Wabash avenue, and waited for the 
coming of the bridegroom. Wher he did 
not putin an appearance Miss Crosby Called 
at the Harrison street police station and 
took Inspector Lavin into her confidence. 

Detective C. R. Wooldridge was detailed 
on the case and he secured from Miss Cros- 
by the address of Hansell, who posed as 
proprietor of the Union Correspondénge 
and Matrimonial Bureau. 

Yesterday the girl, accompanied by the 
detective, called on Hansell and demanded 
the address of ‘‘Riggs.’’ He refused to give 
it, but later declared he was ‘‘Riggs,’’ and 
that he had corresponded with Miss Crosby 
only to secure a patron for his bureau.

Cleanliness and Care in Avoiding 
Use of Public Towels Is 


- Recommended. 


Trachoma, a contagious disease of the 
eyes, has made its appearance in St. 
Louis. 

It is not by any means a new ocular 
affection, but fit is very prevalent in St. 


Louis at this time, according to the City 
Dispensary physiclans. 

Dr. Albert B. Vogel of the dispensary 
staff has handed several cae within the 
lat few days. 

“At the present time,” he said, -‘‘the 
disease seems to be confined to the tene- 
ment districts. It is due chiefly to un- 
——— surroundings. 

“The disease is a very simple one, and 
resembles closely a cold in the eyes. It 
affects the lids and cause an almot con- 
stant flow of tears. It ls commonly called 
granulation of the eyelids. It may result 
from a bad cold or again from sight ir- 
ritation. 

‘Cleanliness and careful washing of the 
eyes every day will prevent trachoma. 
It is as annoying as pink eye, and there 
are Pay where the victim has become 
blind.’’ 

In New York City, Commissioner Lederle 
of the heath department told the Board 
of Estimate that 18 per cent of the’ pupils 
attending the public schools were afflicted 
with this pecullar contagion. 

Dr. Lederle asked for an appropriation of 
$21,860 to employ an extra staff of physi- 
cians to make regular examination of the 
eyes of the school children. 

Dr. Vogel says that the disease usually 
manifests itself during the fal months.

CANADA ALARMED 
BY COAL FAMINE 


DEPENDENT UPON UNITED 
STATES FOR ITS FUEL 


PEAT BEDS TO BE OPENED 


American Anthracite Barons May Lose 
Trade Entirely If This Experi- 
ment Is Successful. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OTTAWA, Oct. 17.—The coal situation in 
Canada has reached an acute stage, and 
the people, particularly in the large cities, 
are now thoroughly alarmed at the prospect 
which lies before them. A fuel famine on 
the threshold of a Canadian winter is a 
serious condition to face, and there is 


bound to be much distress felt among all 
classes in Ontario and Quebec. 

The present condition of things has 
served as a sharp reminder to Canadians, 
and it is being much commented upon that 
the most populous portion of the Dominion 
is at present entirely dependent upon the 
United States for fuel to keep from freezing 
during five months in the year. | 

It is awakening business men and poll 
ticilans to the necessity of looking about 
them to devise means to relieve the coun- 
try from this condition of helpless de- 
pendence and to provide measures to meet 
the contingency of any future recurrence 
of the present extraordinary situation. 

Probably the best anthracite coal in the 
world is now mined in British Columbia, 
but that point is too far distant to supply 
the demands of ‘the’ eastern markets. The 
hopes of the coal dealer and consumer here 
are now centered in th wntry. Large 
orders are being hurriedly sent forward to 
Wales for shipment of Swansea coal. It is 
Stated that the significence of these orders 
lies in the fact that Wales is in a good 
position to compete with the United States, 
and, as,most of the tonnage leaving the 
former ‘#~-untry for North America carries 
coal pie@ cally on ballast rate, there is 
claimed | be no reason why once the hard- 
coal trade of this country becomes diverted 
toward Britain, the whole or greater part of 
Canada’s anthracite requirements should 
not intimately be placed wtih the mine 
operators of Wales. Last year Canada im- 
ported about $8,000,000 worth of anthracite 
coal from the United States, 

Reports from all over eastern Canada 
are that emergency fuels will be resorted 
to, during the winter, as a substitute for 
coal. In this connection the coal famine 
promises to develop an extraerdinary de- 
— and permanefttly establish a new in- 

ustry in Canada. 

Throughout the Dominion these are hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of the finest 
peat beds in the world. In Northern On- 
tario alone there are bogs of sphagnum 
moss, many feet deep, covering an area 
estimated at 10,000 square miles. Several 
companies have already been chartered, 
and others are in course of organization to 
exploit the vast peat districts of Ontario 
and Quebec. The modern plant. in the vi- 
cinity of Ottawa, will be turning out. this 
month about 100 tons of peat fuel dally. 

Once peat fuel becomes establiched in 
the favor of the consumer any future 
strike in the coal] regions of Pennsylvania 
need have no terrors for the people of this 
country, and it will make Canada, for 
many years to come, practically inde- 
pendent of any other country in a ma- 
teriad so essential as fuel for comfort and 
existence. Even should the strike speed- 
lly terminate the actual distressfulness of 
the situation in Canada could be mater'i- 
ally abated for midwinter, and not only 
will there be great suffering but a terrible 
increase in the mortality rate will result.

Exercise it at Will as Long 
as He Occupied the May- 
ors Chair. 


If John R. Fontana were mayor of St. 
Louvis—what then? 

Rolla Wells, the mayor of St. Louis, at- 
tended the Edward Butler trial at Colum- 
bia, Mo. The municipal code says that in 
the absence of both the mayor and presi- 
dent of the Council the speaker of the 
House of Delegates shall be acting mayor 
of St. Louls. 

John Fontana is speaker of the House of 
Delegates. 

It happened that President Hornsby of 
the Council was not called upon to go to 
Columbla, but as he is a witness, both the 
mayor and Mr. Hornsby may be absent 
Nov. 10, and Fontana will then be mayor. 

John Fontana is a character in St. Louis 
politics. He is of Italian descent. He runs 
three saloons. He is one of the birds of a 
feather who flock together up in the St. 
Louis House of Delegates—the men without 
whose sanction no measure can pass the 
House. 

The Butler trial is not the only con- 
tingency that may make John Fontana 
the acting mayor of St. Louis. Lllness 
could do. it. Anything incapacitating 
Messrs. Wells and Hornsby for duty could 
do it. If the mayor and City Council presi- 
dent should die within six months of the 
expiration of the mayoralty term, John 
Fontana would be the mayor of.S8t. Louis 
for those six months, serving until his suc- 
cessor had been chosen in the regular 
municipai election. If more than six months 
of the term remained he could serve only 
for the 30 days that would intervene until 
a special election. 

So it is not impossible that John Fontana 
become the mayor of St. Louis. It may be 
for a Gay, for a week, for six months, 
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He Would Be Clothed With 


the secretary, stenographer and page of 
the mayor and to put new men in their 
places without the sanction of any other 
municipal official or legislative body. 

He could remit or stay executions upon 
any fine imposed by a St. Louis police 
court. 

He could pardon anyone from the work- 
house or the house of refuge. 


“| He could sign or veto any bill coming 


to the mayor’s desk in the time of his in- 
cumbency. 

If he had the City Council with him 
(which John Fontana is said not to have) 
he could discharge all the elected and ap- 
pointed officers of the city for cause, the 
annual salaries of the appointive officers 
alone amounting to $121,960. Each of these 
cases would have to be tried by process of 
law, and without the concurrence of the 
Council Mr. Fontana could not make a 
single discharge beyond his immediate offi- 
cial household, consisting of his secretary, 
his stenographer and his page. 

He could appoint an investigating officer 
to look into the affairs of any municipal 
department. 

He would draw the regular salary of the 
mayor at the rate of $6000 a year. 

Mr. Fontana could be impeached and re- 
moved from office by the City Council for 
any violation of official obligation. This 
contingency would require a two-thirds 
vote of the Council}

The settlement of the coal strike is a personal victory for Mr.

The settlement will be accepted by both sides to the contro- 
versy. but, more important, it will dispel a well-founded, popu- 
‘ar apprehension and reassura the country.
